foreigners to be sent beyond che sea. 
Later on, in view of the fact that Chi- 
nese snbjeats left the ports of their own 
accord, but were enticed by dishonest 
persona into going abroad, it, was held 


that to deal with all such persone-on tbe 
footing of actual kidnappers would be 


too severe a procedure, and it was then 
determined that the principal, in cases 
of this nature, should be sentenced to 
he penalty of strangulation; aft 


period of revision, and accessaries to one 


hundred blows and transportation to a 
distance of 3,000 d, in conformity with 
the law against the -conducting of sub- 
jects of the Empire beyond its frontiers, 
In 1874 the Governor, of Kwangtung 
represented that owing to the cessation | 
of operations for the engagement of don- 
tract labourers to go Abroad, the crime 
of kidnapping had gradually died away, 
and he requested that charges of invei- 
gling pergon to leave port or to emigrate 
beyond the sea might be dealt with by 
regular process of trial, as in the case of 
ordinary offences, summary execution 
being abandoned. His request appears 
to have been complied with, for we find’ 
a late Governor-General of the Two 
Kwang. memorialising to the effect that, 
as the engagement of labourers was about 
to be undertaken on the part of Peru, 
dishonest persons were sure to recom- 
mence their acoustomed practice of 
kidnapping, and he therefore requested 
that summary execution might once 
mors be resorted to. It was this memo - 
rial that drew the one from the present 
Governor-Geheral of the two. provinces 
opposing the recommendations in the me- 
morial of his predecessor, and urging, as 
we have already stated, that the existing 


-| practive of putting kidnappera- through 


a regular process of trial should be con- 
tinued. It is to be hoped that the Board 
of Punishment will see fit to endorse the 
opinion of the present Governor-General 
of the Two Kwang that kKidnappera 
should be treated like other offenders 
and not strangled off hand. Under any 
circumstances we should prefer to see 
kidnappers ‘undergo a regular process 
of trial” before losing their lives, but it 
also seems to ud that to reintroduce sum- 
mary executions in view of the emigra- 
tion Treaty with Peru being put into 
force would be a somewhat premature 
act. So much stir has been created over 
coolis emigration, and such formidable 
blows hare been struck at its abuses, 
that there are grounds for belier- 
ing that even the Chinese authorities 
will not deem it necessary, when tho 
Treaty comes into operation, to revert to 
a system of. summary: strangulation to 
keep kidnappers in check, “Kidnapping 
wax, no doubt, a great evil at one time 
in the country, but we fancy we shall 
hear comparatively little of it in the 
| Operations under the new Treaty, espe- 
cially ifthe Chinese authorities will do.

Tr would seem from a recently published 
despatch, addressed by the Acting Seore- 
taty of State for America to the United 
States Minister at Peking, that some 
representations have been made by the 
Tsung-li Yamen to Mr Seward in regard 
to the treatment of the Chinese in Cali- 
fornia, The Yamen had, in particular, 
drawn the attention of Mr Seward to 
n statement, constantly appearing, that 
persons in the city of San Francisco were 
in the habit of molesting Chinese ;. that 
the Chinese upon their arrival in that 
city wers often assailed, and that the 
question of measures for the suppression 
of.

The purport of the Supplemen- 
tary Treaty between the United States 
and China, the Yamen had urged upon 
Mr Seward, was that the people of either 
country might be at liberty to. come and 
goat will, and kind treatment on either 
side should be ‘accorded, The Yamen 
finally requested that, in accordance with 
Treaty, the commission of auch acts 
wight be prevented for the sake of the 
maintenance of friendship between the

It cannot be a ques- 
tion of currency, for a dollar is a dollar 
all the world over, but itis simply a ques- 
tion of paying the money in at one 
office ‘and receiving it baok in similar coin 
at another. In Great Britain: not only in- 
land money orders are issued without any 
auch charge, but, if I am not in error, 
orders are aleo ismued on the Australian 
Colonies, the only gharge being the com- 
mission. 2 

Thad occasion the other day to send a small 
amount to Shanghai, and I was told I 
should have to pay 6 per cent. discount and 
15 oonts commission, ers, all 65 cents 
Joss on $10. If the Post-office officials, or 
whoaver it is makes the rules, oan shew that 
they incur a loss if they donot make this 
charge, I have nothing more to say; but 
otherwise I do most emphatically assert 
that they have no right to make such a 
charge. The Post-office is only a publio 
office, used and paid by the 1 and it is 
as. much the duty of the officials to study 
the interest of their employers (namely, the 
public) as it is that of any e individual 
to consider his private emp log 

This is a matter which affeots more par- 
ticularly the mass, as merchants and monied 
men have other means of transmitting even 
small sums. It. would be interesting to 
know how many orders pass between this 
and Shanghai~not many, I think; in fact, 
the clerk appeared hardly to know what the 
charge was until he had held a whispered 
consultation with one of his colleagues, so 
that from a speculative point of view it 
seems unwise to make such a charge. Ifa 
fair and reasonable chi igo were made I am 
inclined to believe the Chinese would avail 
themselves of this means of. transmitting
